What a heart-breaking sperrnel" ihey iiren-jiied: Some were par- 
tlnl v ccvei-e.i v.-:th racn, others \vere entirely naked. Their faces were 
.pin lied, flicir eyes hollow, their bnnn= -ir^j-j.l ;;rc;r;;.:ed ihinirgn iheir 
Kiiie, while soivie were scarcely able tn tetter. A Jiu'm girl, found in a 
rtiteh hy one of the workers, was all but dead, hut through ipivip.- nut's 
imj arid weteh'u! ears, she nut only recovered, but has developed into 
a fine, healthy child. Her name of Jita (L,ife) is most appropriate. 

JTeip was sent from the furthermost parts of !!;s earth. England.

: iSeQ by the, terrible experiences through which they had passed. Some 
had been dulled in brain, and to these as well as to the chief children, 
Risasns seeKGd n terrible drudgery; they disliked them more than active
